CENTENNIAL SPEECHIFYING. 
OUR CARTER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 19.—The Centennial 
bill made a speech this day. Our Carter appeared 
as Orator Bounce, his last appearance having 
been asa Confederate witness in the arms of 
Ben Hill. The speech was an exhibition of 
rhetoric and physical energy in favor ot the 
Centennial. It sounded of the sophomore, and 
reminded one that the speaker was the great 
American traveler. The attention of the House 
was called to the fact that one year our Carter 
learned the pathos, the enthusiasm, the senti- 
mental patriotiem of the Centennial from the 
pennants and flags and that sort of thing that 
he saw in the harbors of Germany and other 
countries, gracefully waving in the winds that 
swept over the effete monarchies of Europe, and 
that the next year. our Carter learned the same 
thing. and saw how little they knew about West 
Chicago in Denmark and beneath the dome of 
St. Peter's; and when he returned home, a native 
of Kentucky, to represent the great, generous, 
burred, charitable Chicago, he learned this same 
story from the Capitol whose magnificent 
dome cuts heaven with its rounded brow.” Thbat 
rounded brow is a bronze Indian. And because 
of all this, and on account of the 
dictates of a sentimental patriotism that didn’t care a 
Gg for constitutional scruples, he was tor the old flag, 
for all the old flags, and an appropriation, and he 
knew that every Chicago hod-carrier would regret that 
he had not asked every one of our 45,000,000 of people 
to contribute $1 instead of 3 cents. ö

But there was something more than sophomore en- 
thusiaam in the Centennialjdebate. There was a speech, 
@ grave, earnest, deliberate, startling speech, which 
will tell the country that Calhoun still livés. One of 
his disciples, wearing the grave-clothes of the 
old dead cause, spoke for Virginia and the whole 
South. It was Tucker, of Virginia, the ablest new

try, I can’t vote for it. The only limit to the growing 
corruption of the country is a limitation in the power 
of the Government. I believe that the mission of the 
Government at this time is economy, retrenchment, 
and reform. We have reached that time when it be- 
comes us to put the brakes down, to call a halt in the 
lavish expenditures. If the tax is only 1 cent to carry 
out an unconstitutional scheme, I will remember the 
adage that it is the last straw that breaks the ‘s 
back, and I will vote against it. If thie scheme got 
through, somebody would come d another, Uke 
scheme for a big show at Yorktown, or Bunker Hill, or 
Chicago, and in the language of the old proverb, Many 
a mickle makes a muckie.” It was the accumulation 
of littles that made taxes burdensome and oppressive. 
He declared himself opposed altogether to s splendid 
government. To obey the Constitution of the country 
was better than to sacrifice to sentimental patriotism. 
He was in his heart of hearts in favor of the Centen- 
nial celebration. He had no objection to showing the 

which the United States had made under the 

pulse of free institutions, in art or science, in 
manufactures, in agriculture, commerce, mining, in 
all the industrial pursuits, although his own State 
lagged behind in all these great enterprises, for 
re.sons which he would not more than advertto. He 
had no envy of the prosperity of the sister States 
bimeself, and his associates from the South knew here 
no motive but the patriotic one of advancing the 
t wterests of the Union, in conformity to the 
ustitution. Referring to the fact that the Legisia- 
ture of Virginia had deciined to make an appropriation 
for the Centennial, he explained that one reason for it 
was a provision in the State Constitution, framed in 
1867, and forced down their throats, preventing the 


State from making any sppropriation for anything ex- 


cept to pay her debts and carry on the Government; 
but he said Virginia will be there. Her people who are 
able to go will be there, She has given six daughters 
to the Union, (referring to States made out of territory 
by ber,) who will be —— and another of her 
daughters will be there (referring to West Virginia), 
taken from her by « Cwsarian operation; but old Vir- 
ginia, rent in twain, impoverished, in her weeds of 
widowhood, with a heart breathing sighs for the pros- 
ty of the common country, will be there in spirit, 
when the Government is restored to its pristine puri- 
ty, when the principles of the Revolution are re-estab- 
lished and liberty is proclaimed throughout the land 
toevery man ender the palladium of the habeas cor- 
pus, unrepealable by an edict of the President or by 
act of Congress, on account of r rebellion ;

THE MISSISSIPPI REVOLUTION.

Wasurneron, D. C., Jan. 19.— Te House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations is not an barmonious 
body.

| of special legislation in Congress is even greater than 


in the Mtate Legisiatures. Since the opening of the 


present seusion there have already been introduced in 
| the House alone more than 1,200 bills, and a very large 
| majority of these are private or special in their charac- 


ried to in- 


ter. In the consider.tion of these bills committees are 
obliged to act on ex-parte evidence produced by per- 
sone interested in their passage, and it is very rare 
that any especial investigation ou the part of the Gov- 
ernment can be made. The result is that numerous 
Lilis appropriating money which the Goverument dovs 
not owe pass during every session of Congress. 
In the last Congress, 2,000 bills, representing iras 
amounting to $27,000,000, were referred to a single 
committee of the House,—that on war claims, There 
was probably not one of these claims which could not 
better have been dealt with by a court having compe- 
tent jurfediction.

“WHAT IS DOING TO AID BUSINESS. 
THE FINANCIAL LLS BEFORE GONGRESS - VIEWS 
OF A PROMINENT EASTERN DEMOCBAT—LITILE 
TO BE HOVED FOR FROM THIS SESSION. 
Washington Correspondence New York Tribune. 
The waste of another week by the House in 
fruitiess discussion of dead issues has caused 
many leading Democratic Representatives to 
realize more forcibly than betere the dissatisfac- 
tion which is beginning to manifest itself 
throughout the country at the failure of 
Congress to take practical steps looking 
to the relief of business from its 
present depression. It is true tha: within 
the past few days some of the committees have 
begun work and are p ring to report some of 
the necessary busip of Congress.

His Testimony Corroborated by De- 
tectives Brooks and McDonald. 


—— 


The United States Distriet Court presented an 
animated appearance yesterday. It was not 
whisky, however, which formed the attraction. 
but the trial of Ben Boyd, the notorious 
cotnterfeiter, and his wife. Juũging from the 
evidence offered by the prosecution, Boya ap- 
pears to have done an extensive business as a 
connterfeiter. His wife, who is a tall, genteel- 
looking lady, made desperate efforte to pro- 
tect him at the time of arrest. The 
Government hope to convict her ou 
the ground of co-operation, but prisoners 
lawyers will endeavor to show she was in 
duress, and therefore not guilty in the eyes of 
the law. Boyd is not a well-favored man by 
any means. Indeed, he might be accused of 
most crimes in the calendar, and his appearance 
would stand him in poor stead. His forchead is 
one of the prominent, bulgy type, made the 
more conspicuous by the arrangement of his 
hair, which is straight and wiry-looking, and 
combed behind his ears. His eyes are dark and 
rather small, and havea look of weakness, which 
evidently is a result of the profession he has fol- 
lowed so long. There is nevertheless a certain 
shrewd sparkle in them every now and then, which 


betokens the dangerous chaPacter of the man. 


THE. WORST FEATURE 

of the face is the nose, which is an indifferent pug, 
altogether out of proportion to the bulgy forehead. 
The lips are somewhat sensuous and firmly com- 
pressed, even when the face is in repose. Boyd, with 
all these unpromising characteristics, is dressed shab- 
bily, and has the general expreasion waich is supposed 
to denote the crimipal of the Bill Sykes order. From 
what his counsel dropped yesterday, however, the pris- 
oner is far removed from that noted woman-bester. 
Boyd and his wife are, according to Gen. Stiles’ show- 
ing, very loving towards one another, and anything 
whieh might go to convect her with her husband s 
crime was simply what any other lovingand dutiful 
wife wonla have done under the cirermstances. The 
prisoners attracteda great deal of attention. They 
were stared at by hundreds during recess, and, upon 
going down to the Marshal's office after the adjourn- 
ment, were followed by a crowd of hungry sight-seers, 
Mrs. Boyd appeared much affected darting Gen, Stiles’ 
eloquent explanation of her position, and frequently 
applied the cambric to her eyes. 

The Court opened at 10 o'clock with a good attend- 
ance. After the transaction of sone minor business, 
mentioned elsewhere, the case cf Benjamin Loyd and 
Almsrindsa Boyd, charged with engraving and being 
in possession of plates for 

COUNTERFEITING NOTES 
of different denominations, was called. Mesere, Bangs 
and Burke appeared to prosecute, aud Masars. ttiles 
and Tuley represented defendants. 

Considers time was occupied in examining 
jurors, haif-a-dozen of whom were challenged by the 
defense on account of their age.

Méantime, tue 
money found its way into all the avenues of trade, and 
all classes of the community bad suffered by it. The 
engraving of the Traders’ Bank of Chicago was af 
eu h character as was calculated to deceive any one 
not an expert. About the zlst of October last the 
Government o:ficers, having traced, as they beuoved, 
the counterfeiting to its source

GARFIELD’S REPLY TO BILL. | 

Gen. GaRFIELD’s speech on the Amnesty 
bill was a conclusive and crushing reply to 
the false statements and suggestions made by 
Ben HILL, of Geor The two points 
made by HnL were: (1) That the hardships 
of the Union prisoners at Andersonville were 
merely those incidental to war; were no 
worse, and not in fact as bad, as those en- 
dured by Confederate prisoners at the North; 
and the Confederate Government was not 
a party to them nor responsible therefor. 
(2) That the Confederate Govefnment, in 
the interests of humanity, appealed inces- 
gantly for an exchange of prisoners, which 
was refused by the United States, who not 
only persisted in the policy of a non-exchange 
of prisoners, but refused to admit medicines 
to the’ Confederacy, thereby preventing any 
relief being afforded the sick. 

Gen. GARFIELD completely silenced the 
Confederate orator on these points. In the 
first place, he showed the character of the 
Rebel prisons by the report of a Congress- 
ional Committee, both as to the treatment of 
prisoners at Richmond and at Andersonville. 
In the Wa trial it was proven that the un- 
feeling brute, Gen. Winper, was selected as 
commander at Andersonville by Jzrrrrson 
Davis. When that infamous appointment 
was made, a Richmond paper said: Thank 
God that Richmond is rid at last of old WM. 
pez. Gal have mercy upon those to whom 
he has been sent.” At the trial of Wirt, a 
report, dated Andersonville, Jan. 5, 1864, 
signed by Lieut.-Col. CHuanpieEr, Assistant 
Inspector-Genéral of the Confederate army, 
was offered in evidence. This report de- 
scribed the construction of that prison; that 
it gave about siz square feet to each prisoner ! 
that the only supply of water passed through 
the Confederate camp before it reached 
the prison, and was thus unfit for use. 
The same officer made another re- 
port on Aug. 5, in the same year, in 
which he strongly recommended the appoint- 
ment of some person in place of the cruel 
tyrant WD RR, whose conduct he represented 
as cold-blooded and horrible. He pronounced 
the prison a disgrace to civilization. He de- 
livered this repert in person to the Secretary 
of War at Richmond. Gen. Curron, the 
Inspector-General, indorsed this report, dé- 
claring the prison to be % reproach to us as 
a ation.” To this jndorsement the Acting 
Secretary of War, CaurnIILL, added that the.

Confederates that colored Union soldiers, 
when captured, should be treated as slaves 
and not as prisoners, and that the white offi- 
cers commanding colored troops should, be 
treated as criminals and held for execution, 
to which the United States could never sub- 
mit without infamy.

_ © TREASURY BOOKKEEPING. 

There has been a sharp debate in the Sen- 
ate of the United States for several days on 2 
most extraordinary subject. The Treasury 
of the United States is a large establishment, 
doing an immense financial business. It 
embraces a variety of departments and a 
multitude of clerks, It collects revenue from 
a variety of sources, and expends that money 
for various purposes. Its collections are 
under authority of law, and no money can 
legally be expended without authority of 
law and a specific appropriation. There are, 
of course, several bookkeepers. One set of 
books shows the receipts of revenues by the 
Collectors; another shows the amount re- 
ceceived and paid out by the Treasurer and 
the balance on hand; another shows the 
amount borrowed by the Government, and 
another the amount paid on the debt by the 
Government. These and perhaps other 
branches of the Treasury are intended to be 
a check upon each other. It now appears 
that the books of thege several departments 
do not agree, and that there has been no 
time within the last thirty years that they 
have agreed. f 

There are also several other things which 
will surprise the public. The monthly state- 
ments of the public debt are mere guess- 
work, by no means accurate, and that it is 
impossible toghave them accurate. The fiscal 
year of the United States ends on June 30, 
on which day the condition of receipts and 
expenditures and of the Treasury for the 
year are published. These statements Mr. 
Boutwet., the ex-Secretary of the Treasury, 
candidly explains are never correct, ahd that 
it takes many months after the close of the 
year to collect full returns from all the col- 
lection districts and disbursing agents in or- 
der to state accurately the condition of the 
Treasury at that date. : 


Now, accepting all these explanations as 


true, why is it that no Secretary of the Treas- |: 


ury has undertaken to discover where the’ 
discrepancies occur, and why it is that no im- 
provements have been made in the system of 
bookkeeping, or in the organization of the 
Department, which would correct these ex- 
traordinary conflicts? It is understood that 
many of these discrepancies go back to the 
earliest years of the Government, growing 
out of Revolutionary accounts. But why is 
it that these old matters are not carefully 
compiled, and the irreconcilable balances 
charged up to profit and loss,” or to some- 
thing else, and a clean balance-sheet opened 
for at least the last half of the century? We 
do not know how much the existing and un- 
Med discrepancies amount to, but they 
®veral millions of dollars, and cer-

CRUELTIES (?) AT CAMP DOUGLAS. 

Gen. Dantet CAMERON, who served gallantly | 
through the War, taking part in the move- 
ments in Tennessee, Georgia, and Mississippi, 
and who for a time was in command of Camp 
Deuglas while it was a prison for Con- 
federates, replies to Ben HIIL's defense of 
Andersonville and assault upon Camp Dong- 
las in a dignified but no less vigorous 
manner. 

Gen. Cameron was a Democrat when he 
entered the War. He came out of the War a 
Democrat, and has eve: been and is now a 
conspicuous and respected member of the 
Democratic party of this county and State. 
But he has been, nevertheless, a patriot. 
Camp Douglas, while oecupied by Confeder- 
ate prisoners, was first under the command of 
Col. Mviuican. He was succeeded by Gen. 
(then Colonel) Cameron; who in turn was 
succeeded by Gen. Ammen, and after him 
Gen. CaMERON again. 
fourth and last of these commanders. With 
the personal and official character of these 
men Messrs. CavLrreLp and Harrison were 
sufficiently acquainted to know that neither 
of them would tolerate or inflict the slightest 
cruelty upon their prisoners, and Gen. Cam- 
rnox pointedly rebukes their defective recol- 
lections. We invite attention to the letter of 
the General giving the history of the prison 
at Camp Douglas, and his comparison of it 
with Andersonville, where in four months 
more prisoners died than died at Camp Doug- 
las in four years, @though the latter for 
nearly all that time held from 380,000 to 
40,000 prisoners. 4 


THE PERVERSION OF A SPEECH. 

A comparison of BI] Hurtux’s speech as it 
was made on the floor of Congress and as it 
has been printed in the Congressional Record 
shows that the latter is nearly as full of sins 
of omission as the former was of those df 
commission. There is no need of comment- 
ing on the contemptible dishonesty of debiv- 
ering one speech and printing another. That 
is patent. The practice has another bad side 
to it, which fs less often considered. The 
Congressional Record is the great reservoir for 
the future historian of our politics, It con- 
tains the raw material of the books which are 
to supply statesmen with suggestions, politi- 
cians with precedents, and the multitude 
with facts. Hxrperientia docet, saith the old 
proverb, but how can experience teach when 
nobody knows what sort of experience a 
country or an individual has had. The 
Record, at present, is mainly Weful as a 
means of informing ‘posterity what the Hon. 
So-and-so did not say. To 
did say, the student must search the dusty 
files of the daily press. The official press is 
solemnly lying to posterity. It may be worth 
while to note three of the cases in which Mr. 
Hix was ashamed or afraid to print what he 
had said. He spoke as follows : 

It is not pleasant for me to bring forward proof that 
any portion of my country has been guilty of willful 
murder or the cruel treatment ef poor manacled 
prisoners. 

This was tantamount to saying that the 
North had been guilty of “willful murder” 
and of ceruel treatment” of the caged Con- 
federates.

The strocities of Andersonville do not begin to com- 
pare with the atrocities of Elmira, or Fort Douglas, or 
Fort Delaware, and of all the atrocities, both at Ander- 
sonville and Elmira, the Confederate Government 
stands acquitted fiom af responsibility and blame.

GERMAN HARD TIMES. 

The times are hard in Germany, and Ger- 
many is cross, America and the Americans 
come in for the heaviestshare of objurgation. 
To judge by the remarks quoted from Ger- 
man newspapers and the conversations of 
German bankers, all the immense losses that 
German industry, trade, and finance have 
recently suffered are the results of American 
recklessness and bad faith. The angry and 
preposterous outburst of Americanophobia in 
the German newspapers when the German 
‘Taomassen blew up a German vessel with an 
infernal machine made in Germany had its 
deepest spring in the chronie irritability of 
the Teuton losing money. A correspondent of 
the Globe- Democrat writes from Europe that, 
while the credit of Americans, individually, 
is unbounded, American credit is in great dis- 
repute. ading bankers in Vienna, Berlin, 
and Frankfort, told him that henceforth they 
should never touch American securities. If 
we look into the history of German finances 
for the last half dozen years we will discover 
facts that show that America is used in this 
matter largely as a scape-goat. The truth is 
that the gambling in trade, over-speculation, 
defaults and disappointments in railroads and 
other securities, that pow constitute the 
burden of Germany’s complaint against Amer- 
ica, have been for five years the characteris- 
tics of its own operations. After the Franco- 
German war theGermans plunged into aSouth 
Sea bubble of speculation. A wania for 
forming new companies sprang up. A very 
intelligent correspondent of the Financial 
Chronicle states that in three years one 
thousand million dollars were invested in 
joint-stock companies in Germany, All 
prices multiplied ; all industries were prosper- 
ows and exaggerated. Profits and wages, 
rents and incomes, doubled and more. Prussia 
in five years added 50 per cent to its railroads. 
How solid the devélopment of these years 
really was the following table shows. It 
gives the fall in the selling prices of the 
shares of five representatiwe companies in 
three years:

The banks of Germany are nearly all, ex- 
cepting those under the direct control of the 
Government, what the correspondent of the 
Chronicle, himself a German, calls gambling 
yand jobbing institutions.” They are stock- 
jobbers and speculators, and under their lead 
and the influence of the French indemnity 
the whole commercial and financial communi- 


sand millions of dollars with which Prance 
poisoned German industry was expended by 
the Goverhment in fortifications, railroads, 
and loaned through the Government banks 
to stock-speculators. The money is now gone ; 
the fortifications, railroads, and stocks pay

mor. Let her follow the American example, 
and, instead of sitting down in the dumps, 
set herself to repair the losses and mistakes 
of the last few years. Germany needs to 
reflect that nations, like individuals, make 
their own mistakes. If Germans Rave lost 
money in home and foreign investments, it 
is because they were not shrewd and careful 
enough. There are good American securities 
and bad ones, just as there are good and bad 
stocks. Rormscump and Srrovsnere in 
Germany represent the same opposites as

° READ THE LAW. 


WHAT TWO DETECTIVES RECENTLY DISCOVERED. 

What is undoubtedly a technical violation of 
the Internal Revenue law, but which has been 
practiced by distillers and rectifiers in this and 
perhaps other cities for years without molesta- 
tion, was discovered the other evening. Two 
keen-eyed gentlemen, whose abodes by day are 
in the Custom-House, but who reside on the 
North Side, were quietly proceeding towards 
their homes, conversing upon matters in general 
and the recent troubles in particular. When 
but a short distance from one of the prominent 
rectifying houses on the North Side, they noticed 
three drays 

LOADED WITH SUNDRY BARBELS 
of spirits being leisurely drawn along the street 
under the charge of drivers connected with the 
house. It seems thet the officers are unusually 
well posted in the Revenue laws, and their 
thoughts immediately carried them back to a 
certain section prohibiting the removal of liquor 
before sunrise or after sunset. An examination 
into che matter showed that there were thirty- 
six barreis of sprrite on the drays. The officers 
immediately instructed the drivers that their 
employers were violating this section of the 
law, and the next day the rectifiers 
were also informed of the fact, when, to the unbound- 
ed astonishment of the gentlemen connected with the 
service, the proprietors coolly replied that they were 
not aware there was any prohibition existing to cover 
such a case; that they had been accustomed to remove 
liquors at almost any time when it was convenient, 
and that they really didn’t know there was anything 
wrong about it. In fact, so positive were they of being 
in the right that they referred the officers to the law 
itself, a copy of which they happened to have in their 
possession. An examination of the work in question 
was quite satisfactory in estabiishing the doctrine laid 
down by the argus-eyed officials, and the 
n RECTIFIERS rr DOWN 
wonderful unanimity, penitently promised 

to obey the law hereafter, ; 

The law referred to is contained in an act dated 
July 20, 1868, and the particular section referred to is 
No. 37. The provision reads as follows: 

Be it further enacted, That no person shall remove 
any distilled spirits at any other time than after sun - 
rise and before sunset, in any cask or package con- 
taining more than ten gallons from any premuses or 
building in which the same may have been distilled, 
redistilled, rectified, compounded, manufactured, or 
sold, and every person who shall violate 
this provision shall be Hable to a penalty 
of $100 for each cask, barrel, or package of spirite so 
removed, and said spirits, together with 12. 
containing the same, and auy horse, cart, t. or 
other conveyance used in the remov4l thereof, shall be 
forfeited to the United States, 

For this technical violation of the law, the bill 
against the rectifiers in question would have «mounted 
to something like following: tairiy-six barrels of 
spirits at $100 each, $3,600 fine, together with the price 
of three drays and six horses, forfeited to the Govern- 
ment. 

By thus calling attention to this matter the revenue 
officers have probably awakened s disposition among 
parties engaged in the liquor business to post them- 
seives on those interesting fuiminatious called the In- 
torual Revenue law in its several series, divisions, and 
sections, and it is safe to say that when distillers ani 
rectifiers read this, they will quietly proceed to put 
themselves on their guard against future contin- 
gencies.

TURNER’S DISTILLERY. | 
WHAT A STOREKEEPER KNOWS ABOCT IT. 

A Trisune reporter yesterday afternooa mot 
A. B. Moore, formerly Government Storekeeper 
at Jonathan Turner's distillery, at Sagetown, III. 
With the design of getting some information 
regarding the transactions carried on at Turner's 
place, the reporter plied Mr. Moore with ques- 
tions and cross-questions for some time, but 
was generally able to elicit nothing more than 
merely negative knowledge to this effect: He 
went there on the 2ist of April, 1874, under in- 
structions from Collector Phil Wadsworth, and 
he remained there until the 10th of June, 
when he returned to Chicago and took s 
similar position ia the Blackhawk Distillery, 
where he is now stationed. While at Turner's, 
the place was seized, but he had known of 

NO CROOKED T&ANSACTION, 
no dealing in India-rubber packages, no dishonest 
Gaugers or Storekeeper, and he thought everything 
was in a straight condition. There had been a litte 
carelessness as to the use of Government locks on the 
meal hoppers before his arrival; so much careless- 
ness, in fact, that locks were quite unknown in this 
connection, Accordingly he ordered several locks 
and they were put on, Mr. Turner making no objec- 
tions, and considering it as a matter of course, With

THE INTEREST AGAIN BEVIVING. 
Special Dispatch to I'he Chicago Tribune. 

Miiwaocker, Jan. 19.~—The extraordinary in-

gossip on the firm ground of sworn testimony. 

I can assure you that the batch of indictments 
lately returned by the United States Grand Jury 
are only the entering wedge of an effort to get 
at the gentlemen who have been blackmailing the 
thieves, and to prove this I submit herewith a sample 
of the testimony which the Governmant officers have

THE CANADIAN BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Session at Ottawa—Speeches Ke.. 
terday by American Delegate He- 
ciprecity Desired—Other Proceed- 
ings. 

Spectal Dienatch to The Chicaco Tribune, 
Toronto, Jan. 19.—The Dominion Board of 

Trade resumed its session this morning. A reso- 

lution to petition the Goveroment to lay cables 

and build a line of wirgs placing the islands in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence in telegraphic commu- 
nication with Quebec, elicited a long and inter- 
esting discussion, and was flnally carried. 

The delegates from the National Board of 

Trade of the United States were invited to ad- 


dress the meeting for the proposed reciprocal 
trade relations between Canada and the States. 
Mr. Henrv, of New York, said at the last meet- 
tug of the National Boara the subject of trans- 
portation was e of the most important under 
discussion. In the United States, especially in 
the grain-growing districis, they had been very 
much troubied with regard to the changing rates 
of freight. It made dealing largely in productgof 
the West almost equaltogampling. This affected 
che price of grain, and even the price of land 
in the Western States He was sure his people 
would heartily join the Canddians in widening 
and deepeniog the Canadian Canal, and hoped 
that, although Canada bad not succeeded in get- 
ting a satisfactory treaty, the people would not 
give up. The Americans were being educated 
to the fact that it was to the interest of all that 
some kind of a reciprocal arrangement should be 
made between the two countries. 

Mr. Haves, of Detroit, followed in the same 
strain. He referred to the vast resources of the 
United States, and contended that every im- 
provement made iu the canals of Canada and 
extension of Canadian railroads added to the 
value of the products of the Western States. 

The Hon. John Young moved a resolution that, 
in the opinion of this Board it is of the utmost 
importance that the Caughnaw@gs Canal be 
constructed on ths same" scale as the St. Law- 
rence canals, and that the matter be recom- 
mended tothe Minister of Public Works. 

Mr. White was in favorof buijding the Caugh- 
nawage Canal, but was o to such a work 
being undertaken bv the Government except on 
assurance from the United States Government 
and the State of New York that the Whiteball 
Canal would be enlarged to sche same size, and 
that Canadian vessels would be allowed to navi- 
gate Americans canals to New York on the same 
terms as United States vessele. He moved an 
amendment to that effect. The motion as 
amendal was carried. 

Adam Brown. Hamilton, moved a resolution to 
the effect that the Government be memorialized 
praying for a restoration of 10 per cent differen- 
tial duty on tea and eoffee imported from the 
United States. A number of, gentlemen spoke 
for and againet the motion. 

Mr. Heurv, of New York, said large tea-dealers 
in New York had lately been selling tea at less 
than cost, aud there was pow a movement on 
foot to grow tea in parts of California. The 
resolution was carried—yeas 26; nays 11.

And su uently, When the burn- 
ing sun of July was pouring down its fiery heat upon 
the heads of there men, with but 6 square feet of 
ground to a man, a piteous petition was made by the 
prisoners to Winder to aliow these poor men to be 
detailed to go outside under guard and cut pine from 
the forest to make arbors under which they could 
shelter themeelves, and they were answered with all 
the loathsome brutality Of malignant hate, that they 
should have no bush to shelter them; thus, un- 
der the fierce rays of the Southern sun, they miserably 


j 


perished, 

These last statements are made on the authority of 
Ambrose Spencer, a planter of Georgia, who resided 
within 5 miles of dersonville, I quote from his 
testimony (Wirz’s Prisl, p. 369): 

Between the let and th of December, 18°3, I went 
up to Andersoavilie with W. S. Winder and four or 
other gentiemen, out of o@ricsity, to see how the pris- 
on was tobe laid out. Ie him if he was 
going to erect barracks of shelter of any kind. Ue re- 
Med that he was pot; that the damned Yankees who 
would be put in there would have no need of them, 1 
asked him why he was criting down all the trees, and 
suggested that they would prove a shelter to the pris- 
oners from the heat of the sun ut least. He made 
this reply, or something sinmilarto it: Toast iw just 
what I am going to do; Lam going to build a pen here 
that will kull more damned Yankees than can be de- 
stroyed in the front.“ Those are very nearly his words, 
or equivalent to them. 
So much for the execution of the President s order 
to locate the n. s 
But I am not yet done with the testimony of Col. 
Chandler. A en nt report was made by him in 
the month of August. He went back and re-examined 
the horrors of that pen, and as the result of his exam- 
ination he made a report, from which I quote the last 
few sentences (Wirz’s Trial p. 227): * 
* ANDERSONVILLE, Aug, 5, 14. G ron: 
My duty requires me respectfully to recommenda 
——_ in the officer in command of the post, Brig. 
Gen. J. H. Winder, and the substitution in his place of 
some one who unites both energy and good judgment 
with some feeling of humanity and consideration for 
the welfare and comfort (so far as is consistent with 
their safe-keeping) of the vast number of anfortunates 
placed under his control; some one who, at lezst, will 
not advocate deliberately and in cold biood the pro- 
priety of leaving them iu their present condition until 
their number has been sufficiently reduced by death to 
make the present arrangement Yor their accommoda- 
tion; who will not cousider iia matter of self-lauds- 
tion and boasting that he has never been mide of the 
stockade, a place the horrors of which it is difficult to 
describe, and which iss disgrace to civilization, the 
condition of which he might, by the exercise of a little 
energy and judgment, even with the limited means at 
bis command, Lave conaiderably improve. 
„D. T. CHANDLER, 
“ Assistant Adjutant and Inspector General.“

court that tried Wirz,aad reaffirmed every word of 
this report, If he is living I would fake a pilgrimage 
to see him and thank him forthe humiuity aud ten- 
derness with which be ted my unfortunate com 
rades. So anxious 15 bé that the great crime of 
Winder should be r@>uked that he wept to Richmond 
and in person dellvered his report tothe Secretary of 
War, a member, of course, of the Cabinet of Jeffer- 
son Davis, It 1 am not correct in this I believe there 
is a member of that Cabinet now on this floor who can 
correct me. Of course; being a soldier, Col. Caandler 
first daltvered his report to the Adjutant-Gd us ral, 
und that officer, Gon. Cooper, on the In of August, 
1964, wrote upon the back of tho report these words: 

+ Respectfully submitted to the Secreta of War. 
The condition of the prisou at Andersonville is a re. 
proach tousasa nation, The Engineer and Ora 
nance Departments were @pplied to, and authorized 
their fasue, and I so téjegrajyied Gen. Winder. Col. 
Cuandler’s recommend atious are comncited in. 

Not content with that indotsement K Col, Chandler 
went to the office of the Secretary of War himself; 
but, the Secretary being abgent at the noment, the re- 
port was delivered to the Assisiant Secretary of War, J. 
A. Campbell, who wrote below Gen. Cooper iIndorse- 
ment these words: 

„These reports show a condition of things at An- 
dersonville which calls véry loud’y for the interposi- 
tion of the Department, in order that a change Bs 
made.“ 

The roport wu thus lodged with the Department of 
War, whose chief wis one of the confidential advisers 
of Mr. Davis—a member of his officialfamily. What 
was dove with it? Tag record shows, Mr. Speaker, 
that a few days ‘hereaffer an Omer was made ur fer- 
ence to Gen. Winder. To what effect? Promoting 
him! Adding to his power in the field of infamy: 
He was made Commissary-General of all the prisous 
and prisouers throughout the Confederacy. That wos 
the auswer that came a8 the result of this humane re- 
port of Col. Chandler; and that new sppointment of 
Winder came fra Mr, Seddoas, the Confederate Soc- 
retary of War.

the rights of prisoners of war, but should be put to 
a%th when taken. These men were serving, not 
Benjamin F. Butler, but the Union. They not 
choose him ag their General, They were assigned to 
him, and by this proclamation that sssignmeut con- 
signed them to death at the hands of r captors. 
But the second question w more important, It 
wasan order that all men who had been slaves and 
had enlisted under the flag of the Union should be 
dealt with as runway slaves ander the laws of the 
States where they formerly belonged, and that com- 
missioned oficers who commanded them were to be 
denied the rights and privileges of prisoners of war. 
The decision of the Union peopleeverywhere was that, 
reat as was the suffering of our poor soldiets at An- 
ersonville and elsewhere, we would never wake an 
exchange of prisonert until the manhood aud riguts of 
our colored soldiers were acknowledged by the bellig- 
erent power. And for long weary months we stood 
upon that issue, and most of the suffering ocourred | 
while we wailed for that act of justice to done on 
the other side, 

To enforce this proclamation of Mr. Davis a law 

assed onthe Ist of May, 186 by the Confederate 

ohgress, reported, doubtless, from the Judiciary 
Committee by the gentleman who spoke yesterday, 
and in that law the principles of the proclamation I 
have just read were embodied and ewBanded. Sec. 4 
of the law read: as follows: 

“Seo, 4. That every white person, being a com- 
missioned officer or acting as such, who, darifig tte 
present war, shell command negrees or mulattoes in 
arms against the Confederate States, or who shall arm,

All negroes and mulattoes who shall be en- 
gaged in war or be taken in arms against the Confod- 
erate States, or shal) give aid and comfort te tle ene-

Now, who will deny that in the forum of law we do 
trace responsibility for these atrocities to the man 

whose name is before us to be relieved of all his politi- 
cai disabilities ? If nt, let gentlemen show it. Wipe 

out the charge, and I will be the first man here to vole 

to relieve him of his disalilties. 

Winder was allowed: to goon, What did he do? I 
will only give results, not detaUs. I wil not harrow my 
own soul by the revival.of those horrible details. There 
is a group of facts in military history well worth know- 
ing which will illustrate the = Tam discussing. 
The great Napoleon did some fighting in his time, as 
did his great antagonist the Iron Duke. Iu 10 was 
fought the battle of Talavero, in 1811 the battle of 
Albuera, in 1812 the battle of Salamanca, in 1813 Vit- 
toria, in 1815 the battles of Ligny, Quatre Bras, Water- 
loo, Wavre, and New Orleans, and fu 1854 the battles of 
the Crimea, The number of mén in the English army 
w@o fell in battle or who were killed or died of wounds 
received in the ten battles amounted in the aggregate 
to 12,928, But this Maj.-Gen. Winder, within his hor- 
rible arena of death, from April, 1864 to April, 1855, 
tumbled into the tretiches of Andersonville the dead 
bodies of 13,644 prisones—only 284 less thau ali the 
Englishmen who fell ſu or died of wounds received in 
the ten great battles I have named,

THE EXCHANGE OF PRISONERS. 

One of the thief points of Ben Hill's speech 
was his charge that much of the Andersonviile 
suffering was due to the causeless refusal of the 
Union authorities to continne the exchange of 
prisoners. Gen. Garfield’ utterly destroyed the 
force of this statement in his reply, as follows: 

The tleman from Georgia makes another answer, 
that whatever was suffered by the prisovers fer at 
least a considerable portion of the time was im cuse- 
quence of our refusal to make an exchange of prison- 
ere, because we woald not give them their fresh men 
in our prisons and take our ehadows and sieletons 
that camie back from theirs. : 

„This is 4 part, and an important part, of a great die- 
tory, which must not be omiited in this debate: aud I 
will very briefly refer to its leading points, There 
was much trouble about the exchange of prisoners bo- 
tween the two belllgerents; first, because for al 
time we did not acknowledgethe Confederates ae bel- 
ligerents. We hoped under the ninety-days’ theory of 
Mr. Seward to get through without their recognition, 
but that hope failed. Our enemies were as gallant a 
people as ever drew the sword, and the fulüllment of 
that hope was delayed tor montha aud for years, But 
finally an arrangement was made under which it was 
possible to make a cartel for theexchange of prison- 
ers, and on the 22d of July, 1862, a cartel wae ag 
upon between the belligerents, which provided that 
within ten days after a prisoner was taken he should 


nesty bill, some statements advanced by Mr. 
Hill, of Georgia, are so gross a perversion of the 
facts of history, that neither the provocation

aad it is still more surprising that the represent- 
atives of Chicago should have listened in silence 
to this horrid imputation on the Government, 


the officers of the Camp, and the citizens of Chi- 
cago generally. Mr. Oaulfield especially owed it 
to his constituents, and to his own manhood, to 
have met the charge with prompt and emphatic 
denial, and not with reluctant, equivocal expla- 
nation. ; 

To refresh the recoliection of some gentlemen, 
and to enlighten the minds of others, it may not

Groundless as must appear the last and most serious 
charge, it is pot more so than the first, Whatever 
errors were committed by Mr. Lincoln, or his then 
Secretary of War, Mr, Stanton, cruelty to Confederate 
prisoners was not one of them. Never in the annals 
of warfare was to much kindness shown to prisoners 
as was exhibited to the Confederate soldiers who were 
brought within the Union lines, So much So was this 
the case, that a “ao member of the Oanadtan 
Parliament, on ting Camp Douglas, remarked, 
„ Did I vot know to the contrary, I would suppose the 
inmates of the Camp tobe your friends aud allies, 
rather than your enemies and prisoners,” 

If atrocity to the prisoners d Gaump Douglas were 
perpetrated, where are we to look for preofs? Do

expense. On one occasion, 4 thousand uniforms, 
which fsiled me up to régulation standard, were 
distributed anfOng the prisoners, by order of the Gov- 
ernment,—an act which caginot be classified as an 
“ atrocity.” 

5. In the hospital Matten and medical as- 
stance promded? The hospitals specially set apart 


| for the use of the prisuners Were equal in all respects 


to those occupied by our Own troops, They were in- 
spected stated by a Medical Board, ad by the Medi- 
cal Inspector General of the Department. Medicines, 


which could not be obtained in the South, were freely 
furuisbed; and a corps of skilled physicians were 
specially employed and paid by the Government to 
wait upon the Confederate ck. The dying were al- 
lowed the consolations of religion, and were attended 
by clergymen of their own faith. Nurses from the 
prisons were detailed for hospital-duty; and tue visits 
of relatives and sympat friends were, under 
certain restrictions, allowed. In whatever the “ atroc- 
ity v4 consisted, it was assuredly not in the treatment 
the sick.

tion ever took piace; although many offenses were 
committed, some of them grievous ones, the death- 
penalty was never, in a single instance, passed or exe- 
cuted upon a Confedegate prisoner. 

2. In Camp Dougias, b Confederate prison- 
ers were reported shoul by guards, When Mr. Hill 
has iuformed bimeeclf as to the number of Unidn sol- 
diers shot down almdst daily in cold blood at Ander- 
Son ville, he too will exclaim“ There is no comparison 


3. Another subject worthy of investigation and 
comparison is the death-rate of prisoners at these 
respective Camps, During the years 18%, 1864, 1864, 
and 1965, between 30,000 and 40,000 Confederate pri- 
| oners, in all, were confined at Camp Douglas. At the 
close of the War, it was offivialiy stated that the total 
number of deaths was sligitiy in exceas of 3,000, At 
Andersouville, in ome year, the death-rate was uearly 
five times that amount. oue month,—August, 1804. 
—the number of deaths at Andersonville pearly 
equaled the total number daring four years at Camp 
Dotgias. The death-rate of ere held at the lat- 
ter Camp did not exceed am a of 1,000 @ year. 
Within one year, a thousand from iu not alone found 
graves at Andersonville. One regiment of Lilinois 
troops which bad the misfortune to have a detachment 
cut off—the Sixteenth Cavalry—buried, within a few 
weeks of their capture eighty of their number in An- 
dersonville graves; and thirty more at Richmogd. In 
Jour mont. July, August, September, and October, 
1354,--9.000 Umou prisoners were buried at the former 
camp, —three times the pumber of Confederate pris 
oners buried in bur ears at Camp Pongus, The 
numbering of the graves at Andersonville began the 
latter end of Mar h, 1864; and, before the close of that 
year, between 12,000 and 13, 000 graves were numbered. 

4. Tue Confederate prisoners reached Camp Douglas 
from the distamt batule-ficids and hospi of the 
South, to encounter the severity of a Northern climate, 
They ame, in most instances, in an exhausted con- 
dition, suffering from exposure, want of medicine, 
and inadequate supplies. Many of them were sick, 
and most of them enfeevled. They left the Carp hale, 
hearty, healthy mon. The Union prisoners taken to 
Audersonville were the most vigorous and active men 
in the service, who had penetrated farther than others. 
upon Southern soil, They lett it—alas! they did not, 
in most instances, loave it} at all, They went there to 
return no more forever, 8 Comparison certainly 
fails here. 

Other lines of “‘ comparison ” between the respective 
Camps could be drawn, but enoagh has been stated 
with reference to Audersonville, There are but few 
men who, with Mr. Blaine, would find pleasure in lift- 
ing the veil from what must be regarded by posterity 
as the derkest stain which blackeus the records of the 
Southern Confederacy; and the writer is not one of 
them. Keck css assertions and impolitic utterances on 
the part of Soathern Representatives will do far more 
to promote sectional distrust than all the speeches Mr. 
Bisine could deliver in a lifetime. 

Mr. Blaine and Mr. Hall are evidently both extreme 
men. The former was permitied to speak, by bis 
party. that he might destroy himself. The latter, un- 

ees very careful, will destroy his party. Neither of 
these gentiemen was in the field, and cannot epesk 
frum the standpoint of personal experience, They are 
both agitators, and, should their leadership be fol- 
lowed, the day of reconciliation must be indeiiniiely 
pustponed. 

If the era of good feeling and mutual respect is 
once more to be brought m,—s consummation de- 
voutly to be wished,—its advent will not be bastened 
by the reiteration of such unfounded and mischievous 
statements as those with which Mr. Hill is changed.

Dr. John F. Brown and Prof. E. B. Tomkins, 
two intelligent and well-educated colored 
men, have painted an exceedingly novel and in- 
teresting panorama, which has just been com- 
pleted at their studio, No. 33 Raborg street.

less Poor at Two Dol- 
lars Apiece. 


It Is Strongly Hinted that the Success- 
* fal Undertaker Will Negotiate 
with Medica! Colleges to 
Get Even. 


Something for the County Commissioners 
to Thoroughly Investigate, 


The County Board of Commissioners is con- 
vuised. It is afflicted with a moral gripe, and 
its constituent elements look anxiously into 
each other’s eyes and find no comfort. The 
Honorable Board is in @ peculiarly*constructed 
quandary. By some legislative mismanagement 
or organic defect, it is compelled to see that the 
paapers’ bones are properly rattled over the 
right stones, and how to secure that happy con- 
summation is a conundrum it can't solve and 
dare not give up. Of course the rattling, to be 
legal, must be done by contract Contracts are 
the fundamental principles upon which political 
bodies rely for a foundation. The law of con- 
tracts, as applied to municipal and county 
bodies, sets forth that such contracts 
shall be given to the lowest bidder.

WHY HE WAS ARRESTED FOR AN ALLEGED PER- 
JURY. 


real estate dealer at No. 85 Washington street, 
was arrested by Deputy Marshal Buck on the 
chatge of perjury. On account of the promi- 
nence of the accused in soc&l and business cir- 
cles, the arrest created more than ordinary inter- 
estin the vicinity of the United States Court, 
where Mr. Lancaster was brought to give bail. 
The indictment under which he was arrest- 
ed is a lengthy document, and the papers 
in the case are volumimous and well-worn, 
since thé matters upon which the action 1s taken 
occurred over a year ago. The charges, in brief, 
are, that during the progress of the two differ- 
ent suits brought by Mis. Susan C. Warren, of 
New York, against Alvin N. Lancaster, the said 
Lancaster made false statements under oath 
constituting the crime of perjury, for which th 
Grand Jury recommend that be be tried. N 
In order to obtain bis side of the story, and to 
get at the facts in the case, which are by no 
means clearly explained by the charges, a Ta- 
UNE reporter visited Mr. Lancaster yesterday 
afcernoon. In answer to the question as to 
whether he would enlighten the public, Mr, 
Lancaster said that be would do so wiilingly. 
His statement was as follows: 
This affair is really the result of a business 
quarrel. I have been doing business for Mrs. 
Warren fora number of years, and large sums 
of money have {| between us, sometimes 
the balance being on one side and sometimes on 
the other. The origin of this trouble lay in a 
package of United States bonds, to (he amount 
of $5,250, which I at one time held from her by 
agreement.

THE GAS QUESTION. 
THE FEELING AROUND THE CITY-HALL. 

The City-Hall is aroused, and the Council is, 
divided, on the gas quéstion, in which the in- 
teregs never flags. It forms the topic of con- 
versation for all the Aldermen and for the ma- 
jority of loungers. A lively conversation took 
place yesterday in the City Cierk’s offive, About 
half a dozen Aldermen were present, and, of 
course, talked. An opinion was expressed that 
the Aldermen favored the ordinance. This was 
concurred in by all. Thus encouraged, the 
speaker said that, if the proper amendments 
were inserted to protect the city, he thought 
that the Council would carry the measure 
over the Mayor’s veto. He should do all 
he could to such an end, and he knew 
many others who would helo him. An Alder- 
man who has avowed himself as favoring the 
ordinance, amd im fact the promotion of any 
measure for the good of the people, but who is 
currently reported as owning uo small amount 
of stock in the old gas company, said that one 
amendment that he should offer was tbat the 
Consumers’ Gas Company use more than $100,- 
000 in two years toward the building of the gas- 
works. ‘This suggestion was met point-blank by 
a City Father who zs known to speak his mind. 
on all occasions afid to any one he sees flt. He 
said that he was not going to introduce an 
amendments that would tend to effctually kil 
any chance or any intentions that weil moau- 
ing parties ‘might have. He could see no 
possible way that the city could be injured by 
the ‘complete failure of the Company in the 
midst of their operations, as the city was pro- 
tected by 200, 000 bonds, and the ordinance 
provided that not more thau 500 feet of street 
could betorn up at one time. ‘The ciuy would 
be benetited bv the competition, the very inti- 
mation of which had caused the pregent monop- 
oly to lower the ;p rice of gas 50 cents on the 
1,000 feet. He was not indebted to Mr. Billings 
in any Way, ani was determined to do his best 
to encourage any echeme that so plainly showed 
a beneficial turn in the present state of affairs. 
He stated further that the charges against him 
as being mthe “Ring” had better be aiscon- 
tinued, or he would make return charges 
that would not be at ail beu- 
eticial to certain parties whom be 
refused to name He would offer a resviution 
to the Coupe that would open the eyes of such 
parties should he be againassailad. He was go- 
ing to get the opiuions of both branches of the 
Law Department on the validity of the contract 
with the present gas company. He had one 
opinion already, which, to judge from bis man- 
ner, was not at all favorable to that corporation. 
The idea of suggesting that $50,000 should be 
placed in the Comptroile:’s hands was prepos- 
terous, and heard of precaution that had 
never been heretofore required from any body or 
corporation. 

Ihe Council is divided on the subject, and it is 
asserted that the majority favor the ordmance, 
and uie determined to carry the measure.

THE FIRST RECIMENT,

The petition presented to the Council at its 
last meeting, asking that an appropriation be 
made to qupply a suitable armory for the First 
Regiment, is worthy of favorable consideration. 
This organization was effected under the State 
laws a little over a year ago. Since that time 
the regiment has been provided with arms by 
the State, and its members have been uniformed 
partly bythe members themselves, and part- 
ly through the contmbutions of citizens. 
Of the necessary expenses of organization 
and working, $14,000 was raised by citizens and 
about $14,000 by the members. The regiment 
numbers over 400 young men of good character 
and standiug in the community, and is oflficered 
by genilemen of military exverience. Ine ex- 
istence of such an organization must have a sal- 
utary effect in the prevention of disturbances of 
the peace. On two occasions aiready bas the 
regiment been called out, aud those composing 
it readily responded, and evinced a praise- 
worthy disposition to preserve the peace of 
the community. The members receive no com- 
peusation for their services, and their response 
to the call of duty in each case must have cost 
them something pecuniarily. ‘The regiment 
ought to be encouraged in every possible way, 
and the least the city can do ia to accede to the 
prayer of the petition. About 54.000 will cover 
the yearly rent of an armory aud the other ex- 
penses connected therewith.
